After the proposals of the prohibi- 
tion delegation had been outlined by 
Rev W. A. Lew.3, D.D., of Calgary 
president of the Prohibition Associa- 
tion the premier said the govern- 
ment would give the representations 
every consideration. 

The premier also made it clear that 
he was a staunch supporter of prohibi 
tory legislation, because he believed it 
was the best thiug for the country. 
He expressed the view that there was 
a definite swinging back on the part 
of the people to temperance measures 
and although he would not go as far 
as to say that this movement would 
crystallize in a demand for total pro- 
pibition he believed that some sort of 
modification of the present system of 
liquor control would be sought by the 
people. within the next two years 

The premier stated definitely that 
no legislation would be introduced at 
‘he present session towards the aboli- 
tion of the beer halls. He said that he 
had definitely warned operators of 
heer halls throughout the province 
especially ir the rural @istrict that 
there was a rising tide of feeling a- 
gainst them and that if they did not 
lighten up they are Hable to be swept 
out of existence by the will of the peo- 
ple themselves within the next two 
years, 

In connection with the demand for 
the prohibition cf liquor advertising 
in Alberta newspapers the premier 
was not very sympathetic. He said 
that it would not be fair to penalize 
the newspapers of Alberta when the 
government would be unable to keep 
out of the province newspapers from 
other centres which might contain 
liquor advertising.

Q—F. B. T. says: “I suspect that 
my audio-frequency transformer is 
causing the poor operation of my re- 
ceiver How can | test to see whether 
or not. the windings are burned out? 

Ans:—With the transformer dis- 
connected from tie set, connect a pair 
of headphones in series with a battery 
of 2 to 6 volts anc the transformer 
to be tested. If the winding is O.K. 
there will be a loud click as the cir 
cuit is made or troken. 

Q—L. Y. F. says: “What can I do 
tc get rid of the whistling noises pro- 
duced whenever I tune my set to the 
short wave length broadcasters?” 

Ans:—Probably the whistling is 
caused by the presence of other sta- 
tions on the same or nearby wave 
lengths and is not caused by your re- 
ceiver at all. 

Q—M. N. A. says: “I have been us- 
ing a UX112A power tube on my re- 
ceiver and would like to use a larger 
one in place of it. What changes will 
be necessary to accommodate a UX 
171A.” 

Ans:—No change will be necessary 
in the filament circuit. The C bias on 
the new tube must be increased to ap- 
proximatly 40 voits and the B poten 
tial to approximately 180 volts. If not 
already provided there should be a 
filter in the output of the set to keep 
the place current out of the reproduc 
cer.
